the Territory has hidd moany problems
to contend with, and the fact that
they have been worked out as they
have Is lnrgely due to the fact that
for 80 years the people of Hawall

have been fAtting themselves for
American citizenship. So when an-
nexallon came the Hawalluns were

fairly well fitted for Awmerlcan citl-
genship, This 18 demonstruted, he
wsald, by the fact that the Legislature,
composed almost entirely of Hawali-
nng, compares favorably with the Leg
islatures of other States nnd Terrl-
torles. Mr. Falrchlld sald the Terci-
tory owes much to the misslonaries.

“One thing that has been charged
ngalnst us Is that we are a one-erop
country, That Is true, but we have
been trying to introduce other crops.
Dut the plunters have allowed them-
selyes Lo be taxed to bring In other
Industries and to bring in prople who
muy become Ameriean oltizens. And
In two years we will be on practical-
Iy the same basis as the people on
the malnland. We belleve In home
government, We belleve each ¢oun-
ty and each munleipality should
choose Its own ofMcers. And we be-
lleve the Territory should be allowed
to work out Its own destiny.”

Representative Sheldon on behall
of the House extended the alohn snul
of the members to Mr. Falrbanks, He
sald:
